Mrs. Elisabeth Tiilocd, convicted 
poiaon murdereaa of her husband, 
waa hanged in the county Jailyard 
here at 12:5® this morning. Death 
waa announced to have been Instan¬ 
taneous.

Mrs. Tilford waa the first wcenan 
to be hanged in Ontario in sixty-two 
year*.

No announcement waa made when 
the hanging would take place and 
only official witnesses and court of¬ 
ficials were allowed In the Jail or 
courthouse, nearby. 

KILLED WITH ARSENIC 

Elizabeth Ann Tilford, three times 
a widow, was sentenced to death by 
Mr. Justice A. C. Klngstone last Oc¬ 
tober 2 after an Oxford County 
Supreme Court Jury brought in a 
verdict of guilty. The Jury delib¬ 
erated six hour* before deciding that 
Mr*. Tilford killed her husband by 
alow administration of arsenic.

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THE LEAGUE AND ITALY 

iSrhe League of Nations meeting on Wednesday 
h^a two angles ol the Italo-Ethloplan dispute to 
cdQtlder. One Is the Franco-Brltlah proposal lor 
t% partition of Ethiopia as a solution to bring 
agBgil peace. The other Is the question of lmpoa- 
li4(oll sanctions on Italy. The former proposal 
layjhlikely to secure adherence from a majority 
of-Jhe nations who hare delegates at Ocneva. 
IS Approval would prove a particularly damning 
lnlfrtment of the League as the protector of small 
nations agahut aggression. In fact a precedent 
wonld be created which would probably lead to 
wholesale defections from the League, whose use- 
ftdnern would be njrmanently impaired. The 
reaction of worlif opinion to the Franco-Brltlsh 
proposal Is evidence that a way will have to be 
fomid whereby the suggestion of giving away 
Ethiopian territory will have to be abandoned. 

'Ethiopia was not the aggresanr In the .present 
waE. That Implies such International support as 
will Insure that Its territory remains Inviolate 
whdn peace ensues. There Is no other course pos¬ 
sible If faith Is to persist In the purposes of the 
League of Nations. Otherwise that League may 
well receive Its death blow. It Is bn trial now as 
It never was before. It has already approved 
financial and economic sanctions which have been 
pdt Into effect against Italy. It Is to consider the 
extension of these, a fact which Is a plain lndl- 
catfen that Italy Is regarded as the aggressor 
nation. Any suggestion now. of giving Italy Ethi¬ 
opian territory as a sop to end the war would 
IndKate-w reversal of paltey on the part of the 
Leagde, aid matter what the quid pro quo that 
might be offered to Ethiopia. Th# League's duty 
Is to see that the status quo Is restored as It was 
bbtore.hostilities commenced. The whole future 
of the International organisation with headquar¬ 
ters at Oeneva~d*pends on this being done. 


QUEBEC POWER CONTRACTS 


One subject that, so far as Is known was not 
discussed at the Dominion - Provincial Confer¬ 
ence at'Ottawa was the financial effect of the 
action of Ontario In proclaiming the legislation 
canceling the Quebec power contracts. This Is a 
matter of concern In Its bearing on the credit of 
the Dominion as a whole. It Is a repudiation of a 
province's contractual obligations to thousands of 
Investors In Canada. Great Britain and tbe United 
States. It effects provincial credit directly and 
Federal credit Indirectly and Is perhaps as bad 
a thing financially of Us character as could have 
happened. Its probable effect should have occu¬ 
pied a leading place on the agenda at the late 
conference In relation to Its bearing on future 
loans, either Federal or provincial. 

It may be recalled that when the legislation 
was first passed Its effect In the London money 
markets was Immediate. A Dominion Govern¬ 
ment conversion loan had been proposed In Oreat 
Britain. Those who were prepared to take that 
loan, on hearing of the action of the Ontario Leg¬ 
islature, washed their hands of the whole affair. 
London financiers could not recommend their 
clients to Invest money where a series of power 
contracts Involving tens of millions ol dollars 
faced cancellation. Now that cancellation has 
come about. The Dominion Government, which 
Is Intimately concerned, has made no statement 
on the subject. None of the provinces seems to 
be concerned. It Is a strange situation. The Fed¬ 
eral Government has the power of disallowing 
the legislation, but there Is no Intimation of what 
Is proposed. 

In view of the proclamation of the repudiating 
legislation the question of refunding the national 
debt and co-operation between the Dominion and 
the provinces In the scaling down of the huge 
aggregate of provincial debts must be viewed 
from a new angle. What is aimed at wUl become 
more difficult because of the action of the Ontario 
Oovernment. Any process of refunding Implies 
confidence or a substantial belief In the credit 
of the parties seeking relief. It will be difficult 
in the future for any financial houses, or the 
people ae a whole, to have such confidence In 
Ontario. The pity of It all la that the action of 
that province reflects adversely on the Dominion. 
It may well render liugatory any attempt of the 
Dominion to put Into effect the financial decisions 
reached at the laU Ottawa Conference — - 


the parochial outlook. This country has not yet 
reached the stage of appreciating what diplo¬ 
matic usage means.

Great Britain and Aus¬ 
tralia are co-operating, and one means Is the use 
ol the research-ship Discovery II. Both missing 
men are noted flyers and well known In this coun¬ 
try.' Mr. Ellsworth worked on the first survey 
of the Orand Trunk Pacific Railway tranaconU- 
nental route and waa also engaged In Canadian 
Pacific Railway construction west of Montreal. 
Mr. Holllek-Kenyon flew the first mall out of

The explanation given by Mr. Mackenzie King 
of the Government's repudiation of Dr. Riddell's 
proposal for the Imposition of oil sanctions 
against Italy la of an llluaory character. He says 
It had reference to the origin of the proposal, not 
to IU merit* "It must be clearly understood." 
says the Prime Minister, “that Canada In IU re¬ 
pudiation of IU permanent repreaentatlve s stand 
at Oeneva, should not-be regarded aa also repudi¬ 
ating the proposal for the extension of sanctions. 
There has been no change In. our attitude towards 
sanctions since we announced on October 28 last 
that we would adhere to the sanctions proposals 
then advanced to all members by the League of 
Nations committee." 

What then Is Canada's attitude on oil sanc¬ 
tions? Mr. King does not say. He has simply 
rebuked Canada's permanent representative at 
Oeneva, and the rebuke moat be very humiliating 
to Dr. Riddell. He Intimates that Canada may 
support an extension of sanctions, but any pro¬ 
posal regarding such mbit come from some other 
country, not Canada. This country's rcprtsenU-. 
tivt at Geneva la to remain supine arid silent. The 
taxpayers are contributing very substantially to 
the expenses of the League. Their representatives 
are entitled to play their part In the discussions 
and to show that'membership connotes responsi¬ 
bilities. Fyom the International standpoint the 
Incident In Which Dr. Riddell has figured la of no 
Importance although It aroused caustic comment 
In the Italian prsss. It la simply an Instance of 


the strength to defend Itself against 
aggression That may seem a doc¬ 
trine of diabolism, but It la a pal¬ 
pable truth, notwithstanding our 
advanced state of civilisation. Hu¬ 
man nature has changed but little 
since the days when Adam dolve 
and Eve span and the succeeding 
ethics of the cave man.

Her object has been to save 
Ethiopia. It has not been to humil¬ 
iate Italy, but to preserve the peace 
of the world. The argument has 
been submitted to her by both high 
diplomatic and high ecclesiastical 
authority that after all the Italian 
dictator restored and has main¬ 
tained national law and order in his 
country and that to undermine the 
system he has set up might result in 
chaos and darkest night. If Inter¬ 
national disorder were precipitated, 
no one is competent to correctly 
estimate the consequences. The 
conditions are not reassuring in 
either France or Oermany The 
circumstances are so critical that a 
spark might start another interna¬ 
tional conflagration.

It appears to be a choice between 
two evils. The salvation of 
Abyssinia might mean the destruc- 
of other nations. It may not 
be possible to gain peace with 
honor, but it should be possible to 
adjust the position as between the 
combatants without national dls 
V It is said the situation in 
volves the future, that is. the life or 
death of the TBague of Nations. We 
should hesitate to say. but ne ver¬ 
ts we believe, that tbe death 
and burial of the League might not 
be a bad thing for the nations, and 
that assuredly it would be a 
thing for Oreat Britain. A League 
of Nations* if it Is to function at ail. 
must function with the support of 
all the nations. It could not accom¬ 
plish any lasting results without in¬ 
ternational unity. Some of the most 
powerful of the nationf are 
members of the League, and some 
of the most powerful of the nations 
with membership are secretly hos¬ 
tile to Its policy regarding the af 
fairs of Italy and Ethiopia. That 
la why sanctions have failed of their 
purpose The dictator knows that, 
and It is the reason why he is 
determined to pursue his end to s 
definite conclusion. The British 
Oovernment should have learned by 
experience that the business of any 
nation is to attend strictly to Its 
own national business, not to 
provoke resentment by interfering

North deserved credit for sizing 
up the true situation and passing 
the spade bid rather than return to 
either of the other suits South had 
bid. East was blameless. His origi¬ 
nal bid was sound, and he had to 
trust hla partner. 

To make a bad matter worse. West 
opened the heart five, “the unbid 
suit." Eight tricks promptly be¬ 
came a laydown. 

“Two spades, doubled, and game!" 
purred South.

East and west exuded silence 
in large, thick quantities. 

TODAYS QUESTION 

Question: The bidding waa one no 
trump by West (whose no trump 
bids always are strong), pass by my 
partner, three no trump by East, 
and all passed. My partner opened 
the six of spades. The dummy went 
down as follows: 4 B 2. V K Q 10 I. 
4 K J 8 4. 5 A 3 2. My hand was: 
* A Q 4, V J 9 6 2, 4 Q 10 3. 
4 7 5 4. What should I play on 
the first trick? 

Answer—You should play the 
queen. The reason is that you hold 
stoppers In both hearts and di¬ 
amonds and am much more apt to 
gain the lead later than Is your 
partner, who must hold a weak 
hand. Your pressing object, there¬ 
fore. la to force declarer to win an 
early round of spades so that you 
will retain the ace and a small card 
with which to put your partner on 
lead
